The immediate need and the su- 
‘preme importance of popular edu- 
vation, elementary and technical, 
generally conceded. 

The citizen, under’our system, 
is the sovereign, and intelligence. 
on the questions of his civil and 

. political duties is as necessary to 
their satisfactory discharge as 
wisdom, in the rulers of a country 
is requisite to good government. 

Intelligent labor—embracing a 
practical knowledge of the best 
methods of production and famil- 
iarity with the best appliances tu 
be used in the practical pursuite 
of life—is esrential to the creation 
of the material comforts and con- 
veniences of a community. 

The government that imposes 
the obligation of obi dience upon 
the citizen and the burden of tax- 
ation upon the producer should 
supply facilities that will enable 
the one to understand the politica! 
duties and the other to produce 
the values from which the reve- 
nues of the country are derived. 

The demand for education for 
the masses is urgent in all of the 
political communities that consti- 
tute our republic; the needs and 
the fa ilities for meeting them, 
however, vary In different locali- 
ties 

Exceptional causes con- 
spired to swell the volame of pop- 
ulur ignorance among both the 
white and colorel citizens of the 
south, and the same causes have 
reduced tie ability of these ¢ m- 
munities to meet the demands for 
popular education. 

While the population iu the 
south is about one-third of the 
population ot the whole country, 
the expenditures for +choul pur- 
poses it: that section are only. a 
bout one-sixth of the amount ex- 
pended by the entire country. 

The statistics furmshed ‘by the 
bureau of educiton show that in 
1883-4 the school p»pulation in 
the formerly slave s at's number 
ed 6,249,902 while the enro;|men! 
‘was but 3,548,761. These esti- 
mates show the presence ut rehoo! 
of alittle more than one-half of 
the school pepu'ation, and sug 
gest as a significant and alarming 
eonciu ion that the «ducdtional 
wan's of there communities are 
only about bLalt suj
